WHEREAS,  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.L.C.,  whose  mailing  address  is  P.O.  Box  18496, 
Oklahoma  City,  OK  73154-0496  and  Total  E&P  USA,  Inc.,  whose  address  is  1201  Louisiana 
Street,  Suite  1800,  Houston,  TX  77002  (collectively  "Lessee"),  are  the  present  owners  of  that
